Mr. Coffey referred to an article in this morning's Washi ngt on Post on 
SBA relief for flood victims. Today's Washington Post reports that: the SB A has 
opened three special disaster centers (for Metro area residents) to process 
applications for loans to replace or restore property lost in last week's flood. 
Ho meow tiers may borrow up to $55, 000 lo cover damage to homes and personal 
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properly including automobiles. In most: cases, borrowers repay the first 
$500 and all over $3, 000. Current interest rate for, the SBA -backed loans is 
5-1/8%. The three special disaster center locations are:
